TRANSPORTS WELL GUARDED
Canada'* Troop* Carried to England In

Thlrty-Ttvo Ship*.
NEW YORK. October 19..Canada's

troops were carried to England by a
lino of grey transports, led by a pilot
boat and two British cruisers, and
flanked by an armada of battleships,
according to officers of the Mlnnewaska
who arrived on the steamer to-day. The
fleet and Its convoys were glimpsed
350 miles froin the moutli of tho
Thames on October 10.

All tho thirty-two transports were
converted passenger liners or mer¬
chantmen. The Lapland and the Zee-
land were in the fleet, but all the names
had been painted over, so the officers
were uncertain about the others.
Tho fleet really moved in three lines;

tho transports with n line of warships
on each side. Among the warships
were many torpedo boat destroyers,
sent out from British ports to reinforce
the larger warcraft as the fleet neared
its destination.
